But, ever since we 
lost the bid to the Junior Rose bowl spirit has been on a definite 
downhill run. This was evident in the rallies and assembly sched- 
ule. We had a rally each week during football season and after 
that, when the next rally or assembly would be was anyone’s guess.

We feel that there were too many rallies during football season 
and not enough during the rest of the year. What about a rally 
during the spring to introduce all the participants in the spring 
sports?

Participation and interest in the many clubs which are available 
at Hartnell are not what they could be, yet there was good action 
by the clubs this year. The Jazz club again held a jazz concert, this 
year featuring the “Mastersounds,” who played to a small but ap- 
preciative audience. There were numerous dances, dinners and 
food sales sponsored by some of the clubs. 


The noon hour film series became a reality recently with the © 


showing of “Kon Tiki” to good-sized audiences. We hope this will 
become a full-time activity next year and that the students will take 
advantage of the opportunities to view outstanding movies. 

This year also saw the addition of the baseball diamond to the 
Hartnell campus.’ Hartnell’s new track should be ready by next 
year so that we will again have our own track. Maybe next year 
will see Hartnell’s hopes of having a football stadium of its own 
materialize. 

New Library Ready 

Next year will see the marvelous new Hartnell library come into 
use. This outstanding addition to the campus should be welcomed 
by all and provide a big boost in the spirit at Hartnell. This 
should rid Hartnell of some of the “sitters” and “sleepers” that 
adorn the campus.

Above all, forget any misconception you may be inclined to have 
about “American superiority.” Just try to show your hosts that 
Americans possess human equality.

Dr. Olsen’s Article Tells 
Of JC Organizations 


“Club organizations are built upon the various aca- 
demic, social, artistic, religious, athletic and social in- 
terests of junior college students, and they supplement 
the learning experiences provided by the college curric- 


ulum.” 

So stated Dr. Lionel Olsen, 
Hartnell dean of student per- 
sonnel, in his article, ‘“Promot- 
ing the Junior College Pro- 
gram” appearing in the May is- 
sue of the California Journal of 
Secondary Education. 

The author points out, that 
the responsibility of the ‘club 
advisor is to provide continuity 
from one year to another and 
to have a ready supply of sug- 
gestions for interesting and im- 
aginative activities; yet he must 
never dominate the group. 

Dr. Olsen emphasizes that it 
is the job of the college coun- 
selor to help his counselees be- 
come aware of the varieties of 
clubs on the campus and to as- 
sist them in selecting the club 
best suited to their needs. Fi- 
nally, he stresses the college ad- 
ministrator’s task of creating 
wise policies to govern the club’s 
activities. 

In his concluding paragraph, 
Dr. Olsen. tells of the assistance 
demanded of the advisor, coun- 
selor and administrator if “club 
organizations are to implement 
the goals of general education 
and develop in students the 
knowledges, skills and attitudes 
needed by citizens in a democ- 


racy.”

A course on the contemporary 


American novel will be offered 
by Dr. W. D. Head, Hartnell 
English instructor, during sum- 
mer session. This course is 
transferable with credit of three 
semester hours. The class will 
be held on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays from 7-10 
p.m. 

The class is intended to ac- 
quaint students with recent nov- 
els which attempt to present a 
serious analysis of the funda- 
mental problems of contempo- 
rary ‘man.

He also added, “It should be 
understood by everyone that the 
magazine-type book was not the 
brain child of the journalism 
department. When the old 
hard-cover book was discontin- 
ued because of high costs, inade-

day voted to recommend to the 
college board of trustees that 
the student body fee be in- 
creased from $13.50 to $15 next 
fall to provide each student one 
magazine-type annual in 1960. 


qute staff, low sales, and poor 
turnout for class pictures, the 
board of trustees, after a ballot- 
ing of student opinion, gave the 
student body sufficient funds to 
publish last year’s small, maga- 
zine-type annual.” 
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This year the staff was given 
a budget of $2,100 with which 
to publish the annual. This 
budget was later increased to 
$2,400, and the number of pages 
in the spring issue was increased 
from 32 to 40. Two students 
turned out for the second semes- 
ter staff. 

It is evident that the only 
way La Reata can support an 
annual of any kind is to include 
at least part of the cost in the 
student body fee, Mr. Abbott 
said. A 70-80 page magazine — 
type book can be produced for ° 
about $2,200, while a hard-cover 
book of ‘the same size would 
cost at least $3,000. 

An annual such as the 1956 
and 1957 issues of about 100 
pages would cost at least $3,500.

For New Science Building 


Plans for the new proposed science building have 
been presented to the Hartnell board of trustees by the 
science faculty with Dr. Jerome Holmes as chairman. 

The plans are for a building which will house the 


science and engineering instruc- 
tional facilities of the college to 
meet the needs ‘of the- expected 
increase in students. A lecture 


unit would be a part of the 


building serving lecture needs _ 


in the sciences and in health 
education. 

The group which prepared 
the plans recommended that a 
lecture hall be of the sloped 
amphitheater type and that a 
display area be set up for sci- 
entific equipment, specimens 
and geological exhibits. The 
teachers suggested a pillar be 
constructed to mount a_ tele- 
scope and possibly a seismo- 
graph on the roof. Facilities on 
the roof would also include 
weather observation equipment 
and possibly “a geodesic-type 
dome to serve as a planetarium.
